C., Aug. W, 1876.—The Hon. A. H. Cragin, 
United States Senator Sin: In reply to your ver- 
bal inquiries concerning the amount of the re- 
duction of the public debt, and of the interest 
thereon; the expenses of the Government dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, as compared with for- 
mer years, especially that of 1860; the amount 
of receipts for the past eleven years, and for 
what they have been expended; the amount of 
defalcations of public officers; the condition of 
the public credit, as compared with a like period 
previous to the late Rebellion, etc., etc.,—I have 
the honor to transmit herewith certain official 
tables setting forth, in part, the information 
desired; and, in connection therewith, to state, 
as to 
THE REDUCTION OF THE DEBT AND INTEREST, 
that, from these tables, and from the records of 
this Department, it appears that, from the Ist 
day of March, 1869, to the 30th day of June, 
1876, the public debt, as represented on the 
books of the Department, has been reduced 
$426,023,915, and the annual interest-charge on 
the debt, during the same period, has been 
diminished $31,285,281. 

From Aug. 31, 1865, when the represented 
debt reached its highest point, to March 1, 1869, 
the reduction appears to have been 6290, 968, 381, 
—making a total reduction of the represented 
debt, to June 30, 1876, of $656,992,246. 

Your attention is also invited to the following

THE MUSTANG RACE. 

There was a fair attendance at Dexter Park 
yesterday to watch the race of Francisco Peral- 
to against Time. Francisco had agreed to ride 
mustangs, and make 105 miles while old Daddy 
Time accomplished five hours, and a goodly as- 
semblage who had no particular interest in the 
lively old gentieman with the hour-glass 


gathered around to see Peralto tear around and 


raise the dust. Peralto is a Mexican, a boy 
of 21 or thereabouts, and has spent most of his 
time on the Western plains, herding cattle and 
breaking mustangs, and as a rider he 
has had but few equals among the men who 
have traveled eastward. Nell Mowrey, perhaps; 
made a somewhat more exciting display in his 
scientific change of horses, but Mowrey had a 
better lot of trained ponies, who knew him and 
thoroughly understood him, and in this Mowrey 
had agreat advantage over Peralto. But Perai- 
to is a most excellent rider, and his feat of yes- 
terday testified to a remarkable endurance and 
pluck.

Ou the one-hundredth circuit, 
Peralto was 10 minutes 7 seconds 
behind, actual riding time. The one-hun- 
dred-and-twentieth and last round was made in 
2 minutes and 41 seconds, closing at 6:22}4. 
At 6, the time when the race should have been 
finished, Peralto had accomplished but 98 
miles. 

Springing from his last horse, Peralto waved 
his hat to the judges, and dashed through the 
crowd with a springy step. He didn’t appear 

icujarly tired, not as tired as his 
udges, or even the sun, which was going down 
rapidly under its arduous labors, e boy rode 
well and got as much speed as possibie out of 
his ponies, but they did not seem to take much 
interest in the race. Peralto changed horses 83 
times, sometimes slipping from one saddle to 
another without touching the ground, and never 
losing over five seconds. He rode for a purse 
of $2,500, and, though he lost it, he is entitled to 
credit for his gameness and endurance. There 
was no betting to speak of, only a few dollars 
changing — and that on the time of accom- 
plishing the rounds, Nor were there any acci- 
dents beyond the tossing of a tall man with a 
plug hat, and a small boy with no hat at all, into 
the ditch in their anxiety to get away from a 
bucking horse.

VICTORIA’S JEWELS. 
The imperial crown of the Queen of England, 


which she wears on state occasions, is perhaps 
the costliest head-dress worn by any sovereign 
in the world. It comprises in jewels four large 
rubies, one of immense size, irregularly shaped 


and polished; one large broach-spread sapphire, 


and 15 smaller ones; 11 emeralds, 1,363 brilliant 


diamonds, 1,273 _rose-diamonds, 147 table- 
pearls, and 


diamonds, four large pearl-shaped 

273 round pearls; in all, 3,001 jewels. This 
crown was made by 
Victoria in 1838, by Rundell & Bridge, of Lon- 
don, with jewels taken in part from old crowns, 
and others furnished by her Majesty. It 


is thus described by Prof. Tennant. the pres- 


ent mineralogist to the Queen: I[t consists 


of diamonds, pearls, rubies, sapphires, and em- 


eralds set in silver and gold; it bas a crimson 
velvet cap with ermine border, and is lined with 


white silk. Its gross weight is 80 oz. 5 pwts., 
troy. Tne lower part of the band above the 
ermine border consists of arow of 129 pear! 

of the band of a row of 11. 
pearls, between which, in front of the crown, is 
a large sapphire (partly drilled), purchased for 
the crown by King George IV. At the back is a 
sapphire of smaller size, and six other sapphires 
(three on each side), between which are eight 


emevalds. Above and below the seven sap- 


hires are 14 diamonds, and around the eight 
—— 128 diamonds. tween the emeralds 
and the sapphires are 16 trefoil ornaments, con- 
taining 160 onds. Above the band are eight 
sapphires surmounted by eight diamonds, be- 
tween which are eight festoons consisting of 145 
diamonds. In the front of the crown, and in 
the centre of a diamond Maltese cross, is the 
famous ruby said to have been given to Edward, 
Prince of Wales, son of Edw III., called the 
Black Prince, by Don Pedro, King of Castile, af- 
ter the battle of Najera, near Vittoria, A. D. 
1367. This ruby was worn in the helmet of

From the Maltese crosses issue four imperial 
arches composed of oak leaves and acorns: the 
leaves contain 728 rose, table, and brilliant dia- 
monds; 82 pearls form the acorns; set in cups 
containing 54 rose diamonds and one table dia- 
mond. total number of diaitionds in the 
arches and acorns is 108 brilliants, 116 table, and 
559 rose diamonds.

THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The fallewing opinion was read in regard to 
he abolition of the Board of Public Works: 
At 7 — mee of Sept. 11, the matter of 
abolishing the Board of Public Works was, by a 
vote of — rhonorable body, referred to me for my 
legal opinion, with special directions to report upon 
the effect of the ordinance, at that time under 
consideration, if passed, and the number of votes 
<7 pte to pass the same. In compliance with 
this action of your honorable body, I herewith pre- 
sent you the results of my investigations, together 
with the legal conclusions which 1 have arrived at: 

The records of your honorable body show that 
on the 2ist day of June last a resolution providing 
fora reorganization of a Board of Public Works 
was in uced and referred toa Special Commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Stewart, Beidler, and 
Kirk, who reported the same back on the 31st day 
of July last, accompanied by an ordinance provid- 
ingfor the abolishment of the Board and the 
oe of the office of Commissioner of Public 

orks. 

This report was, upon motion. laid over and 

blished, and came up for consideration in regu- 

rorder Aug. 14. The first section of that ordi- 
nance is as follows: The Boardof Public Works 
of the City of Chicago, asthe same is at present 
constituted, is hereby abolished. Sec. 2 provides 
for the creation of the office of Commissioner of 
Public Works, and defined the duties of that officer. 


The record of your action as made by the Clerk is 


asfoliows: ‘**The question being upon the motion 
of Ald. Stewart to pass the ordinance, Ald. Culler- 
ton demanded the yeas and nays, and the ordinance 
Was not passed, —yeas, 21; nays, 11,—the charter 
requiring a two-thirds vote of all the Aldermen 
elected in the affirmative. 

Nothing further was done about the matter at 
that session of the Council, and no motion to re- 
consider this vote was made. 

On the 28th of August the Mayor sent to the 
Council a special message recommending the aboli- 
tion of the board, and gave therefor his reasons, 
which can be found on page 171 of the Council 
proceedings. This message was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee to take the subject into con- 
sideration and report uponthe same. They made 
a report, accompanied by an ordinance similar to 
that which had already been before the Council, 
but varying somewhat in the details, though pro- 
viding for the abolishment of the Board and the 
creation of the office of Commissioner of Public 
Works. This report and ordinance were, by vote 
of the Council, made the special order of business 
for Sept. 4. On that day the report was taken up, 
and the vote on concurring in the report and 
passing the ordinance stood 21 in the aifirmative 
and 12 in the negative, and the Clerk record- 
ed it as lost because the charter required 


_.@ two-thirds vote of all the Aldermen elected. A 


motion, however, was made then and there to re- 
consider the vote which had been taken. It was 
reconsidered, and then recommitted to the Judi- 
ciary Committee, with instructions to report at the 
next regular meeting, and the same be made the 
special order of the Council at 4 o'clock. The 
hext reguiar meeting was Sept. 11. When the 
special order was called, the Judiciary Committee 
submitted a report accompanied by an ordinance 
recommending the abolition of the Board of Public 
Works, and devolving the duties and all the powers 
of the Board upon the Mayor. The vote was taken 
upon concurringin the report and passing the 
ordinance, and there were 21 votes in the affirma- 
tive and 12 votes in the negative. The Chairman 
ruled that the ordinance had not pasced, owing to a 
failure to receive a two-thirds vote of all the Alder- 
men elected. The vote on concurring in the report 
and passing the ordinance was then reconsidered, 
and was on motion referred to me, with special in- 
structions gs before stated for my opinion. 

This ie the official history of all the attempts to 
abolish the Board of Public Works, so far as relates 
to ak, direct action of the Council as shown by the 
records. 


LEGAL CONCLUSIONS. 

Firs'—It is very evident that from beginning to 
end the Mayorand Council have acted under the 
impression that it required two-thirds of all the 
Aldermen elected to abolish the Board. This view 
Of the case is, I am satisfied, erroneous.

OHIO AND INDIANA. 
There has never been in the history of the 
country a more animated election campaign 
than that which is now in progress in Indi- 
ana, and which will be kept up until the day 
of the election, Tuesday, Oct. 10. Both par- 
ties are displaying the utmost activity, and it 
will be strange indeed if there be a month 
hence any man in the State who has not had 
liberal opportunities to become informed 
upon the political questions of the day. 

Over the line, in Ohio, the camppign is 
comparativoly tame. This is due to the fact 


that the result in that State has been under- 


stood to be conceded by the Democrats, who, 
therefore, apparently work with less enthu- 
siasm, especially when the Presidential can- 
didate is held in general aversion. Were it 
not for the State election and the local can- 
didates, the Democrats of Ohio would prac- 
tically abandon the canvass. After October 
they will have nothing to vote for but TH- 
DEN, and this duty will then probably be 
omitted by thousands. The Republicans 
being sure of victory not only in October 
but in November, feel all the peace of ascer- 
tained triumph, and are not making the 
efforts that were considered necessary in 
the Hayes-Auuzen struggle last year. The 
campaign in Ohio was formally opened Aug. 
12 by adozen meetings at as many points 
in the State. Since then, except the speeches 
of Scuurnz and one or two others, the work 
has been carried on by candidates and other 
Ohio. speakers. Within a few days, Gen. 
Ganrm and Senator Suzrman have taken 
the stump, and Bos IxEASOLL spoke at Co- 
lumbus on Saturday night. On the 23d Mr. 
Branm will deliver the first of a series of 
seven speeches at Warren, and the others at 
Cincinnati, Xenia, Toledo, Norwalk, Cleve- 
land, and Painesville. _Ex-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Jewett will make three speeches, and 
Senator Epmunps, of Vermont, will begin on 
the 2ist and make eight speeches. A half- 
dozen more or less distinguished men from 
Pennsylvania will each give ten days and as 
many speeches to Ohio; Kasson of Iowa, 
Frep Hecxer of Illinois, and several others 
will go into Ohio this week. In the mean- 
time, the whole body of Republican orators 
living in Ohio will take the stump, and the 
last two weeks of the campaign will be of 
the most active and enthusiastic character.

THE TURCO-SERVIAN MEDIATION. 

From a purely military point of view, the 
conflict between Turkey and Servia ceases to 
have any interest. The Turks have con- 
quered the Christians and have thereby added 
to their military reputation. At the same 
time they have brought down upon them- 
selves the scorn and detestation of all civil- 
ized mankind as the most fiendish and atro- 
cious butchers the world has ever known. 
The settlement of terms of peace by the 

Powers is all that now remains of in- 
terest to the world. What that settlement 
may be, noone can foretell. The terms of 
peace rest between Russia and England, and 
between them also rests that old bone of 
contention—the Eastern Question. If they 
arrive at any mutually satisfactory decision, 
it must be made with reference to the re- 
spective policies of the two nations on that 
question. A few years ago it would not 
have been difficult to forecast the result, as 
England was then the stanch friend of Tur- 
key, but since that time the Turks have 
alienated their best friends,—first, by utterly 
repudiating their debts, principal and in- 
terest, and second, by their remorseless and 
inhuman cruelty to the helpless women and 
children of Bulgaria. The English Gov- 
ernment has been forced to act with the 
Great Powers. Anything looking like a 
championship of the Turkish cause would 
overthrow the Tory partyin an instant and 
place the Liberals in the ascendency. The 
reader who has followed the course of events 
since the decisive battle of Alexinatz will 
have noticed that the Turks have already 
been compelled to withdraw their defiant 
announcement that they would only listen 
to a proposition for peace from the Prince 
Max, and hence reluctantly granted an 
armistice, owing to English rather than 
Russian pressure. However humiliating it 
may be to the new Sultan to have to arrest 
his triumphant progress and rest upon his 
arms while the Powers arrange terms of 
peace, he has had to comply, upon the noti- 
fication of England that unless he did so 
he would be left to the mercy of Russia. 

What will be the outcome of the media- 
tion of the Great Powers? While it is im- 
possible to anticipate it in any detail, one 
very important result is already clearly fore- 
shadowed, namely: that the Turkish mis- 
government of its Christian subjects is for- 
ever atanend. This result is indicated in 
two ways: first, by the prompt rejection on 
the part of all the Powers of the Porte’s 
peace propositions, which substantially would 
exact a heavy tribute from the Christians to 
reimburse the Turks for their war expenses, 
and would also restore the statu quo; and, 
second, by the change of sentiment upon 
the part of the English people which the 
Government does not dare to ignore. In 
this instance the power behind the throne 
has asserted itself with signal success. What 
that sentiment is, a glance at those papers 
which direct the popular will in England 
will show. The Pali Mali Budget affirms 
that no peace will be made that 
recognizes any further persecution or mis- 
government in the Sclavic provinces, or that 
affects in any manner ths home Governments 
of Bosnia, Herzegovina; Montenegro, and 
Servia. The Saturday Review says that 
when peace is settled the Servians will be 
exempt from the penalties that ordinarily fol- 
low an unsuccessful war, and that no peace 
will be complete which does not exact pro- 
vision for the security of Bulgaria, although 
Bulgaria has not appeared as a combatant in 
the war. The London Times, after pointing 
out the accountability of the English Govern- 
ment for the Bulgarian outrages, and con- 
demning in unmeasured terms the indiffer- 
ence of the English Minister at Constanti- 
nople to the reports that were made to him 
from official sources, says: The first duty 
of England is a regard for the interests of 
this country, but it is not less true that 
England will never support tyranny, op- 
pression, or cruelty wherever it may be 
found.” The Spectator says very pointedly : 

England alone, of the Great Powers, has been 
supporting the Turk at Constantinople, and Mr. 
ScHUYLER's report tells us what the Turk has in 
consequence been doing in Bulgaria. If England 
had shown no interest in the affairs of the Porte, 
if she had declined to express any opinion about 
the Anpkassy note or the Berlin memorandum, 
the fate of Turkey might by this time have been 
decided. If the intervention of the great military 
Powers had come too late to prevent the outrages 
in Bulgaria, it would, at all events, have come in 
time to avenge them. The English Government 
have very properly refused to treat the Eastern 
question asa matter in which they have no con- 
cern, but by a disastrous misreading of the par- 
ticular form which their undoubted concern in it 
ought to take, they have saved the Porte from in- 
tervention, without subjecting it to control. 
There is no need to dwell upon the result; it is 
known unhappily as far as the records of human 
crime are carried by the exercise of human in- 
genuity. 

From these and numerous other expres- 
sions Of a similar character it is evident that 
the Turco-Servian war has not been fought 
in vain. The Turks have added something 
to their reputation as a military power, 
which has been more than offset, however, 
by the reputation they have made as the 
most remorseless and cold-blooded fiends 
that have ever been known in the history of 
mankind, and they occupy the extraordinary 
position of victors who cannot dictate terms 
to their own subjects. The Servians inau- 
gurated the war for territorial acquisition 
and to end Turkish persecution. They have 
failed in the former, but have secured the 
latter. The former purpose was at best only

ATTORNEY-GENERAL TAFT’S CIRCULAR. 

The Democratic politicians and newspaper 
organs have been very active in vilifying 
Attorney-General Tarr in particular, and the 
Republican party in general, ever since the 
circular was issued to United States Marshals 
instructing them as to their duties in regard 
to the approaching election for Congressmen 
as they are defined in the United States stat- 
utes. The pretense is that the United States 
troops are to be used for the purpose of 
voting the negroes early and often, and pre- 
venting the Confederates from voting at all. 
There has been no experience in the past to 
warrant any such conclusion, and the scheme 
would be utterly impracticable if there were 
any disposition to undertake it. There are 
not enough United States troops in all the 
South to carry out such a programme in a 
single Southern State; indeed, we fear there 
are not enough troops anywhere in the 
South to render efficient aid to the 
United States Marshals in enforcing the laws 
passed by Congress to insure the protection 
of the ballot-box in Congressional elections ; 
and, if not, the Mississippi plan will be so 
successfully applied that negro suffrage in 
many sections will be a mere theory which 
the negroes will not even attempt to put into 
practice. 

The history of the election laws shows that 
they were not suggested by any necessities 
of reconstruction, nor framed with any refer- 
ence to the negro vote. They were the out- 
growth of the outrageous and confessed 
frauds in New York State in 1868 when Sey- 
moUB was running for President, and when 
the chief management of the Democratic 
campaign was in the hands of Sanum, J. 
Tum, the present Democratic candidate 
for President. It is no longer denied 
anywhere that New York State was 
carried by fraud in that year, and, 
had the rest of the electoral vote throughout 
the country been close enough to enable 
New York to turn the scale, the people would 
have been forced to submit to a Government 
which had not been honestly elected. This 
was the year when Samut. J. Inos 
campaign circulars were issued to the rural 
Democratic managers, instructing them to 
make a return of majorities *‘ at the minute 
of closing the polls, not waiting for the 
count,” in order that the Tammany managers 
might be informed how large a Democratic 
majority was needed in New York City to 
overcome the Republican majority in the 
State. As a result, the Democratic vote of 
New York City was counted 112,522 at that 
election, which was 26,958 more than the pre- 
ceding year, and 34,607 more than in the Pres- 
idential election four years later. The ballot- 
boxes had been stuffed. It was to prevent a 
repetition’ of these frauds in Congressional 
and national elections that the acts of Con- 
gress were passed to preserve peace, secure 
the rights of the citizen to vote, and prevent 
fraudulent voting. The first act was passed 
in May, 1870, and in two subsequent acts the 
law has been modified so as to make it con- 
stitutional. 

Concerning the constitutionality of these 
acts, the Hon. E. W. Sroveuton, a leading 
lawyer of New York City, has furnished the 
New York Times with an elaborate opinion 
sustaining it. The drift of the argument is 
that the National Legislature is authorized 
by the Fifteenth Constitutional Amendment 
to make laws, and the Executive and Judi- 
ciary to enforce them, to prevent any acts 
abridging the right of suffrage on account of 
race, color, or previous condition of 
servitude; that, under this amendment, 
all that may be done by a State 
Government to preserve the peace and pre- 
vent fraud at State elections, may be done 
by the National Government in Congres- 
sional elections; that the election acts are 
in keeping with this authority; that Attor- 
ney-General Tart’s circular simply defines 
the duties of the United States Marshals 
under the law; and, finally, that these du- 
ties ought not to be neglected or evaded. 
The function of the statutes as they exist is 
defined as follows by Mr. Srovenrton : 

The Circuit Courts of the United States, sitting 
in the respective districts of the nation, are au- 
thorized, prior to any registration of voters for 
Representative or Delegate in Congress, or prior to 
an election for such Delegates or Representatives, 
on the application of citizens of good standing, to 
appoint and commission, under the seal of the 
Court, two citizens of different political parties 
for each election district or voting precinct, who 
are to be known as supervisors of elections, and 
their duties are to attend at all times and 
places fixed for the registration of voters who, 
being registered, would be entitled to vote for a 
Representative or Delegate in Congress, and to 
challenge any person in offering to register; and 
they are also required to attend at all times and 
places for holding elections for Representatives or 
Delegates in Congress, and for counting the votes 
cast at such election; and they may challenge any 
vote offered if they doubt the qualification of the 
person offering it; and they are to remain where 
the ballot-boxes are kept atall times after the polls 
are open, until every vote cast has been counted, 
and the requisite certificate and returns made; and 
they are also required to scrutinize and count each 
ballotfor Representative or Delegate, and the better 
to enable them to perform these duties they are 
directed on the day of registration and on the day 
when registered voters may be marked to be chal- 
lenged, and also on the day of election, to remain 
in such positien—whether before or behind the bal- 
lot-boxes—as will, in their judgment, best enable 
them to see each person offering to register or to 
vote, and which will best conduce to the scrutiny 
as to the manner in which the registration or voting 
is being conducted; and when the polls are closed 


they are to place themselves in such positions as 
will best enable them to canvass and count the bal- 
lots cast. 

The duties of -the Marshals are as follows: 

They are to keep the peace, support and protect 
the supervisors in the discharge of their duties, 
preserve order at places of registration and at the 
polls, prevent fraudulent registration and fraudu- 
lent voting, and take into custody, with or without 
process, any person who commits or attempts to 
commit any of the acts or offenses prohibited, or 
who commits any offense against the laws of the 
United States; but no person is to be ar- 
rested without process, except for of- 
fenses committed In the presence of the 
Marshal, his Deputies, or of the supervisors; 
and it is further provided, that whenever the Mar- 
shal or either of his Deputies is forcibly resisted 
in the execution of these duties, or shall by vio- 
lence, threats, or menaces be prevented from exe- 
cuting such duties, or from arresting any person 
guilty of the specified offenses, such Marshal and 
each of his Deputies is empowered to summon, 
and call to his aid, the bystanders, or posse comi- 
tatus of his district.

So it was considered necessary to break the 
force of Scuunz’s influence, and the story 
was invented that he had written a letter ex- 
pressing the belief that Ohio will go against 
Hayes, and also that he (Scuurz) had been 
forced to abandon the stump by order of 
Zack Onanpier. But Mr. Scnonz denied 
over his own signature ever having written 
such a letter, and he goes on making 
speeches for Hayzs with more effect than 
ever. ä 

The latest and most vicious attempt to 
deoeive the German voters, however, was the 
charge that Hayes is a Know-Nothing. To 
sustain this a letter was quoted purporting 
to have been written by Gov. Ham to some 
Anti-Catholic Association, indorsing their 
policy and approving their opposition to al- 
lowing foreigners to vote. The editor of 
the Cincinnati Volksblatt, suspecting this 
letter to be a forgery, addressed himself to 
Gov. Hayes’ private secretary, Mr. A. E. 
Lzz, and promptly received the following 
reply by telegraph : 

CoLtumsus, O., Sept. 14.—Col. L. Markbreit: 
There was never any such letter written. There is 
not a word of truth in the whole story that Gov. 
Hares, either by letter or otherwise, ever expressed 
such sentiments. (Signed) A. Z. LII. 

The editor of the Volksblatt also received a 
letter from Mr. Lzz, denying more in detail 
that Gov. Hayes ever had any connection or 
sympathy with Know-Nothingism, or that he 
ever expressed or entertained an opposition 
to the naturalization of foreigners. The 
Staats-Zeitung of this city, after quoting 
those letters, says: These statements are 
satisfactory and final The charge of Know- 
Nothingism can henceforth be no more raised 
against Gov. Hayzs.” Yet we doubt whether 
the Democratic newspapers, English or Ger- 
man, will beso prompt and candid in pro- 
ducing the evidence to controvert their own 
lie. 

We think that the explosion, one after the 
other, of the various falsehoods concocted 
especially to prejudice Gov. Harzs in the 
minds of the Germans will react in such 
manner as to increase the admiration and 
strengthen the support of the Germans for a 
man whose career has been one of loyalty 
and patriotism, who fought bravely through- 
out the entire War for the Union, whose 
personal character is above reproach, who is 
a firm and consistent advocate of an honest 
currency, and who is enthusiastically devoted 
to the reform of the civil service. The ex- 
perience with the German-American citizens 
in political affairs warrants the conclusion 
that this is the kind of man they would like 
to see in the Presidential chair. 


There was room for the general howl in 
the New York Democratic State Convention 
to Give us a Democrat” as candidate for 
Governor.

The American Metric Bureau (No. I3 Tremont 
place, Boston) is taking vigorous measures for 
calling the attention of the people to the sim- 
plicity and iitility of the dectmal system of 
weights and measures. This system has been 
adopted in France, Germany, Austria, the 
Netherlands, Southern Europe, and South 
America, and has been legalized in Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. It only needs to be 
understood to meet with general approval. 
The metric tables are decimal; a method long 
since adopted in our currency notation. Every 
one knows how much easier it is to reckon 
prices and amounts in mills, cents, dimes, and 
dollars than in pence, shillings, and pounds. 
While, however, we look upon the English plan 
of counting money as vastly inferior to our own, 
we still use those relics of the middle age busi- 
ness methods, the pound and ounce, the inch, 
yard, etc., with equally inconvenient measures 
of capacity. There is no good reason, other 
than that of long-established custom, why we 
should continue to employ notations so un- 
couth and roundabout; and the efforts of the 
Metric Bureau will undoubtedly be successful, 
though a few years of labor may be necessary to 
secure so desirable a result.

Among the deaths which have recently been 
announced are those of Dr. Curistian Gort- 
FRIED EHRENBERG, the most eminent of the 
German microscopists, who died in Berlin 
in June last, at the age of 80 years; of 
Dr. JULIUS WUERZBURGER, one ot the pioneers 
of German journalism in the United States, and 
for many years one of the editors of the New 
York Staats-Zeitung; and of Abolrn Trips- 
MANN, one of the most celebrated of Scan- 
dinavian contemporary artists. He was born in 
1814, in Mandal, Norway, and received his pro- 
fessional education at the Academy of Arts in 
Copenhagen. In 1836 he went to Dusseldorf, 
where he was at once greatly successful, and 
soon stood at the head of the Swedish and Nor- 
wegian painters at that art centre. At the com- 
mencement of his career he devoted himself to 
historical art, but in 1842 commenced his genre 
pictures, based upon the habits of the Norse 
peasants, which made him famous. His most 
ambitious work was an altar-piece of the bap- 
tism of Christ, a composition of colossal figures, 
painted for a church in Christiana. 


The recent important events growing out of 
the Turco-Servian campaign have developed a 
vast amount of interesting information con- 
cerning European Turkey.

—It is stated upon 
authority that the Canadian authorities are 
to put in force a statute of their Dominion which 
has heretofore been a dead letter, but which is of 
vital interest and importance to our wreckers, and 
infact to the whole American marine interest

and the audience joined heartily in the singing. 
Elder Jutkins then read the appropriate prayer 
from the Litany, and the pastor announced that 
addresses would be made by former pastors of 
the church, who had known the members better 
than he had. 

Elder Jutkins said that it had become a com- 
mon idea that the church structures built b 
congregations of the Protestant faith amoun 
to very little, and that, in fact, no other class of 
worshipers had built such 8 buildings as had 
the Protestant churches. To review the ruins 
of the temples and cathedrals of other coun- 
tries was to prove this fact. But the purpose of 
the builders was clearly illustrated in the com- 
mon edifice; it was to make prominent the idea 
that the Church of God was within His wor- 
shipers; that the polish was not to be on the 
stone, but upon the souls and minds of the per- 
sons who were to be instructed in the church. 
In closing, the speaker said he was glad to be 
with them, and to see so many children present. 
He congratulatea the church on the success they 
had met with. 

THE REV. M. M. PARKHURST 
was introduced as the pastor who had been in 
charge of the church at the time of the burning 
of the old church in 1871. He had never seen a 
time when it was so Hard for him to say any- 
thing. He was able to see the past more clearly 
than the present. Yet he would suggest a few 
thoughts profitable to be considered at the time. 
The first of these was the great difference be- 
tween the atheistic temple and the Christian 
Church. The first was in ancient times com- 
monly open like a grove on all sides, and in an- 
other class the common people were cut off 
from approaching the more holy places where 
only the select few could hope to come. But 
since Christ had riven the veil of the temple in 
twain every person in a modern church could 
have access to the holy of holies. The second 
thought was the difference between the life and 
8 everywhere manifest in the Christian 

hurch, and the decay and dissolution 
which characterized the heathen coun- 
tries of the world. Nowhere was the 
growth of the Church more manifest than in 
this country, where on every hand churches are 

owing up, and the social and general status of 
their membership was — | roved. The 
speaker closed by hoping that this progress 
could be utilized by the Church in its work of 
saving the world. 

Elder Jutkins then read as the lesson I. Corin- 
thians, Chap. IX., 3—20, and the stone was then 
lowered into place and the leaden box put in 
place to be found by another generation. 

The pastor of the church accompanied the 
lowering of the stone with the announcement 
that the church was at present out of debt, and 
had fair prospects for the future. The Presid- 
ing Elder then pronounced the stone lain, and 
gave the benediction which ended the ceremo- 
nies. 

The box placed in the stone contained mainly 
the contents, records, etc., taken from the box 
found after the fire in the corner-stone of the 
old chureb. Besides these records there were 
placed in the stone a statement of the receipts 
and disbursements of the Methodist Church 
since the fire, showing that $148,000 had been

t ool, copies of seven religious papers 
and three secular daily morning papers. 

THE STRUCTURE, 

of which the corner-stone was laid yesterday, 
was commenced in 1872, and dedicated May 4, 
1873. It is 120 feet deep, and has a one-story 
addition of about 80 feet more. The front is 82 
feet wide, and the height of the whole is 84 feet. 
The material used in the construction of the 
front of the building is Lemont limestone; 
the remainder is of brick. The elevation 
is of the Gothic order, and is very 
elegant on the plan. It was planned by Edward 
Beerling, and will have a massive appearance. 
It has no tower or steeple. The front elevation 
is a fine one, two splendid rose windows sur- 
mounting the large main entrance and a large 
Roman cross towering above them at a height 
of % feet from the ground. On either side of 
this cross are two pinnacles, which rise from the 
foundations on solid columns. Turrets adorn 
the res ive corners where the sharp gable 
roof joins the side walls. The large window 
over the entrance is 17 by 34 feet, and the latter 
is 13 feet wide by 24feet high. The doors are 
12 feet wide. The roof is of slate. 
The auditorium is octagonal in form, and has 
pay eee J for 1,200 seats. It will be finished off 
in hard wood, in the most substantial manner. 
In fact, the whole edifice is to be of the most 
solid kind. The walls and foundations are 
extra heavy, and precautions have been taken to 
render it as near proof against fire as possible. 
All the interior fittings and furnishings are to 
be elegant and in keeping with the other ar- 
rangements of the church. 
e lot for the buil cost $26,000, and the 
church will, when completed, have cost fully 
$75,000 more; but, unlike many other struc- 
tures of the same kind, Grace Church has no 
debt upon it, and the expense already incurred 
has been paid as it fell due. 
The society of Grace Church was organized in 
1847 as the Indiana Street Church, and wor- 
shiped until 1864 in a frame structure on Indi- 
ana street, near Clark. In the latter year the 
church had grown so as to be able to purchase 
a site on the corner of LaSalle street and Chi- 
cago avenue, and to erect thereon a fine church 
at a cost of $100,000. In the fire of 1871 that 
went the way of all buildings, and the present 
builing is the successor.

THE NOONDAY PRAYER-MEETING.

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DOUGLAS PARK. 


IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND CONTEMPLATED BY 
THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Near the southwestern boundary of the city 
lies an inclosed tract which the people of the 
West Division have some interest in, at least to 
the extent of the tax which they pay for its im- 
provement. Although the tax for the purpose 
indicated has been regularly assessed and col- 
lected for the past five years, few of the people 
who contribute their mite annually know how 
this money has deen expended, or what 
the city has to show for the outlay. 


In the great system of parks and boulevards 
which has been planned and projected, first on 
the south comes the South Park; next, three 
miles farther northwest, comes Douglas Park. 
One mile and a haif further northeast is Central 
Park. About the same distance, ina little more 
easterly direction, lies Humboldt Park; and, 
completing the half-circle at the lake-shore end, 
lies Lincoln Park. All these inclosures are 
eventually to be connected by a continuous 
boulevard, which has been laid out, but upon 
which few improvements have thus far been 


made, 

The object of this article is chiefly to lay be- 
fore those interested a brief account of the 
work which has been accomplished in the sec- 
ond-named public inclosure. 

DOUGLAS PARK. 

The is bounded by California avenue, 
Twelfth street, Ogden avenue, and the pro- 
jected boulevard. Great progress has been 
made in 1 the place during the pres- 
ent summer. There are now in a thrifty, grow- 
ing condition about 7,000 trees and shrubs, and 
the gardener in charge of the grounds, Mr. Asp- 
man, states that over 1,000 more trees will be 
set out the present autumn. Misfortune has 


attended the 
PLANTING OF TREES 
this year, many ot them having failed to take 
root, so that within a few weeks some hundreds 
of dead trees have been removed and will be re- 
laced. The loss resulting from this failure 
falls on the tree contractors, as they gavea 
three-years’ guaranty. 
The walks and drives have progressed ver 
rapidly d the summer. Seven thousan 
feet of walks have been laid out, and the larger 
graveled and rolled. Some 5,500 feet of 
driveway have also been laid out, the turf bor- 
ders laid, the gutters paved with cobble-stones, 
and the ground well rolled, giving a hard bed, 
which will still farther improve with time. 
THE GRAVELING PROCESS 
will be pushed forward as fast as possible until 
cold weather arrives. The material used is 
delivered within three blocks of the park by 
trains on the Great Eastern Railroad, and dur- 
ing dry weather is easily accessible to teams. 
Along tbese drives and walks many and 
DIVERS-SHAPED FLOWER-BEDS 
have been laid out, which will, when planted 
another summer, add much to the beauty of the 
place. Between the great driveways leading 
from Twelfth street and California avenue a 
space some hundred fect square had been re- 
served, the original intention being to erecta 
statue of the late Stephen A. Douglas thereon. 
The funds have uot so far warranted 
the Commissioners in carrying out 
this plan, and they have therefore had 
this space devoted to a circular crown-bed with 
a large flower-plot in the centre and numerous 
smaller ones around its outer border. These 
spaces will next fe ig be filled with the choic- 
est flowers, and will have a very pleasing effect 
on the visitor entering the park at that point. 
One of the most beautiful features of the 
park is the lake, which has a surface of about 35 
acres, and the depth of which is from four to 12 
feet. The lake is supplied from an artesian 
well located in the centre of the park, and the 
supply of water is at all times abundant. The 
shores of this beautiful sheet of water have for 
the most part been paved some feet below the 
water’s edge, and present 
A VERY NEAT APPEARANCE. 
The entire distance around the lake is nearly 
one mile, and the width is from 100 to 200 feet, 
which gives the lover of the oar plenty of room 
to exe his muscie. 
Connected with the water system of the park 
is an engme and reservoir, the latter capable of 
holding 10,000 galions of water, which is forced 
up by ineans of the former. Connected with 
this reservoir are some fifty hydrants situated 
in different parts of the grounds, by means of 
which the trees, shrubs, and plants are watered, 
and other purposes served. 
| IN THE MATTER OF BRIDGES, 
two are already built,—one a rustic structure, 
and the other, just completed, a plain frame 
100 feet long by 30 feet wide. This latter 
bridge, though quite solidly built, is a tempo- 
rary affair, and will in time be replaced by a 
solid stone structure, The Park Commissioners 
thought it advisable to erect the lighter bridge, 
and apply the money thus saved to other pur- 
poses in beautifying the grounds. 
Persons wishing to visit this beautiful retreat 
may desire to know how to find 
THE ENTRANCES TO THE PARK. 
The new Ogden Avenue Railroad runs within 
three blocks of the Ogden avenue entrance. 
This is by far the best way to go, as this avenue 
is up to grade and has a good hard road-bed. 
Thé two main entrances from California avenue 
and Twelfth strect, in the northeast corner of 
the park, will be each 50 feet wide, and will be 
completed within a month; but these drive-ways 
can hardly be used until Twelfth street shall 
have been brought up to grade. 
By next spring, the Engincer, Mr. F. A. Peter- 
son, Says, 
SIXTY-SIX ACRES WILL BE COMPLETED, 
and will present a charming appearance. The 
neat and tidy walks, the beautiful flower-bor- 
dered drives, the far-stretching lawns, the pret- 
ty rivulets with their mimic grottoes and cas- 
cades, the islands dotting the lake at intervals, 
and the almost countless variety of trees, 
shrubs, and plants that constantly meet the eye 
already go to make up a picture the sight o 
which will repay any lover of the beautiful for 
Visiting the spot. 


COUNTY BOARD. 
COUNTY AGENT’S REPORT. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all the 

members being present except Mr. McCaffrey. 
The quarterly report of the County Agent 
was submitted and referred. It shows that 
the number of families on the Agent’s books at 
the close of the last quarter was 2,003; that the 
additional applicants for relief had been 698, 
and the families afforded relief 2,466, and the 
number now on the books 1,540. The causes of 
relief given were: Widows with families, 1,341; 
married, sickness and old age, 791; deserted 
by husbands, 160; families where husbands 
were outside of the city looking for work, 102; 
widowers, old age, 48; and single, old age, 24. 
They were divided as follows: West Side, 1,586: 
North Side, 457; and South Side; 423, The 
greatest number receiving support were Irish, 
1,008, and the leading nationalities were: Ger- 
man, 525; American, 229; Scandinavian, 209; 
Bohemians, 127; English, 97; Polish, 57; and 
Scotch, 21. The report further showed that 
273}¢ passes had been issued, that 273 persons 
been sent tothe County Hospital, 225 to 
the Poor Farm, 137 burial permits had been is- 
sued, 166 families had been treated at the ex- 
pense of the county at their homes, and 50 per- 
sons had been sent to the Insane Asylum. The 
office expenses were shown to have been 622. 
881.41 for the quarter, of which $2,224.06 were 
E. wed home $5,005.40 for meat, $6,835.18 
or b » $1,591.95 for transportation, $160.68 
for wood, 50 for coal, $129.75 for trusses 
and crutches, and $3,737.36 for salaries. The 
value of stores on hand was $1,514.31, leaving 

the total expenses for the quarter, $21,067.17.

INDIANS. 


Other Accounts of Col. Mills’ Interview 
with the Sioux at Slim Buttes. 


One Report Kills Eighteen and Cap- 
tures Twenty-one Savages. 


The Commissioners Submit Their 
Proposition to Spotted 
Tail’s Gang. 


Hostiles Appear to Be Anxious to Re- 


turn to Their Old Boarding- 
Houses. 


RED CLOUD. 

Rep Cioup Acesncy, Neb., Sept. 17, via Fr. 
Laramis, 18.—Gen. Crook’s chief scout arrived 
here last night with dispatches for Gen. Me- 
Kenzie from Crook. He left the command on 
the afternoon of the 11th. He reports that last 
Sunday Crook’s advance of 150 men struck an 
Indian camp about 56 miles north of Crook 
City, and that night the remainder of the com- 
mand arrived, and an attack was made by Crook, 
the fight lasting until noon on Monday, when 
the Indians were routed with loss to the 
whites of only three killed and nine 
wounded. Fourteen dead Indians were 
found on the battle fleld, and 
four bodies were known to have been carried 
off. Thirty-five Indian lodges were burned by 
the whites with all their contents. During their 
flight the Indians received reinforcements. 
Twenty-one Indians were captured, but of 
these two bucks and nine squaws were released ; 
the remainder are being brought in. It is 
known that in the vicinity where the fight oc- 
curred there has been a camp of hostile Indians 
for several months, from which raids were made 
on the Black Hills miners, but Gruard thinks 
the Indians attacked were of Sitting Bull’s com- 
mand, for the reason that spoils of the Custer 
massacre were found, among which was $900 
in money. 

It is reported here that Sheridan is at Fort 
Laramie, and that Crook is ex ed to meet 
him there to-day. Gruard says he cannot get 
there by the time designated. 

Among those killed was White, a scout. The 
other two were privates. Second Lieutenant A. 
H. Von Lintwitz, Third Cavalry, was wounded 
in the knee, and had his leg ae He 
was a Captain in the Fifty-fourth New York 
during the War. The fighting was mostly done 
by the Second and Third Cavalry. 

THE COMMISSIONERS. 

Whipple, Daniels, Howard, and Hinman, of 
the Sioux Commission, returned to Red Cloud 
from the Spotted-Tail Agency yesterday even- 
ing. They report that a council held by them 
with Spotted Tail’s Indians the preceding day 
was well attended, but nothing was done be- 
yond presenting the proposition of the Govern- 
ment. To-morrow is the day set for the coun- 
cil here, at ch the Commission bope to re- 
ceive an answer from Red Cloud’s people to the 
12 — which were presented here on the 
itn. 


There are very few Indians here, mostly all 
connected with this Agency having gone into 
camp on Shadron Creek, 20 miles distant, and 
about half way between bere and Spotted Tail, 
as they represent for the purpose of consulting 
with the Indians of that Agency. 

STRENGTH OF THE HOSTILES. 

Gruard says he is convinced that two-thirds 
of the hostiles are Indians belonging to 
the Red Cloud, Spotted Tail, and Mis- 
suuri River —— and that large 
amounts of supplies have been received hy e 
same sources; that there are thousands of In- 
dians now in the northern country who do not 
belong there. Gruard has been with Sitting 
Bull two or three years, and knows the north- 
country thoroughly, and all the Indians be- 
loafing there. The counts made here and at 
8 1 Tail by the military otly show 
12,500 absentees, with very old and very young 
Indians preponderating among those remaining 


here.

CROOK’S MOVEMENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Croox’s ExrrDrriox EN Bivovac, Wuarrs- 
woop Creek, Sept. 15, via Hat Cregx, Wy., 
Sept. 18.—The command camped here to-day. 
Citizens of Deadwood and Crook City flocked 
to see what they would not believe, that they 
would not be long corrailed in the hills by In- 
dlans; that the relief column had actually come 
was incredible. They welcomed the soldiers in 
words and handshaking, and will repeat it in some 
substantial way, probably giving the freedom 
of the cities—that is, free feeding and drink- 
ing. The command by the exertions of 
Lieut. Bubb, Fourth Infantry, received 
food, beef, flour, coffee, and sugar on the 12th, 
and it has been nothing but eating ever since. 
Officers and men seem unable to get enough. 
How the command has reached here, with no 
one dead or injured by the hardships of the 
campaign, shows Gen. Crook to be the leader 
his previous reputation warranted. His future 
movements will be to recruit here for about 
two weeks, and then continue his raid 
against. Crazy Horse, who is located 
somewhere to the northwest of here. Even if 
he can’t be caught, he can be chased into the 
agency, when the Peace Commissioners may 
treat with him. 

Latger.—A courier bringing dispatches from 
Sheridan has arrived. 

It is reported the war is to cease and a council 
is to be held — 8 a treaty. This, of course, 
marches the troops home for the summer, and 
next summer they will be marched out again, 
some to meet Custer's fate, and Crook's work 
goes for nothing. 

CHEYENNE, „Sept. 18.—A courier from 
Crook’s camp, Whitewood Creck, Sept. 15, ar- 
rived at Sage Creek to-night. He brings the 
following intelligence: Since the fighting of the 
9th instant the command has worked its way to 
the Belle Fourche, peg on fresh horse and 
dried meat captured from the Sioux. Supplies 
from the Deadwood mines were met there on 
the 13th, and this morning moved up here 
where there is everything in abundance. 

The march of Sept. 12 between Owl and Belle 
Fourche Rivers, 30 odd miles, through mud 
and rain, was one of the most exacting troops 
ever experienced in any country. The weather 
has since been good. New life has been intused 
into the command, whose future movements 
now depend on Sheridan, who has sent for 
Crook to visit him at Fort Laramie at once. 
Crook goes hence to-morrow, followed by his 
command as far as Custer City. 

On the 12th inst., Col. Upham, of the Fifth 
Cavalry, made a detour on an Indian trail down 
Owl River, across to Belle Fourche, and up to 
the main command yesterday. He found the 
Indian trail too old to follow farther, but yes- 
terday morning lost Private Miller, Company A. 
The Indians surprised him while out hunting.

FORT SULLY. 

Srovx Crrr, Ia., Sept. 18.—The following is 
just received from Fort Sully: Heavy firing 
was heard on the river 10 miles below here last 
Tuesday, apparently in the direction of the 
Black Hills, but no explanation of it was had 
till yesterday. About 10 days ago Gen. Buell, 
commanding at the Cheyenne River Agency, 
sent some scouts out to Gen. Terry, who failed 
to reach him, but were attacked by Indiana, 
and one wounded in the shoulder. Retreating, 
they came across a large military trail, which 
proved to be Gen. Crook’s. On the way the 
scouts saw a camp of 30lodges near Slim Buttes, 
north of Harney’s Peak, and when Crook was 
overtaken the scouts informed him, and, turn- 
ing back his cavalry, by arapid march Crook sur- 

rised and killed every one, estimated to num- 

er between 200 and 300 Indians. Not one es- 
ca . 
Po-day Gen. Bueil takes a census of all the 
indians near here, and will to-morrow disarm 
and dismount them. It is not expected the 
Indians will try to oppose, but Gen. Buell is 
firm, and will carry out 1 to the letter.
